why, therefore, in war we wish to 
keep the Colony. in such a perman- 
nent state of dim illumination that 
its presence would not be readily 
disclosed to a hostile airman. 


SHORT WARNING 


The first reason in: that placed 
as we are on. the ‘edge of the. sea 
with no outlying | territory on the 
lines of ‘possible attack, we: cannét 
hope to .get early warning of the 
approach of air raids. “Therefore 
only a few moments at the most 
before the bombs start to drop can 
we expect to get news that an air 
raid is coming. When we get the. 
information at our Military Head- 
quarters how can we get the news 
out to everyone in time’ to get them 
. to turn out their lights? -No sort 
_of warning signal canbe so abso- 
lutely effective.as to ensure _ this.. 
But there is a method of acting . in-

turning off all-light and power. at
